The council has issued a large map 


of the city of Lowell with red stars 
indicating tho approximate location of 
two or more deaths from tuberculosis 
within the last ten years. In looking 
river tho map U is fount! that Middle- 
sex .village and the Oaklands are ex- 
empt of stars. 
The Wlgglnvillo 
and 


South Lowell district has one 
star, 


while the upper Gorham street district 
also contains one star. In 1'awtucket- 
vllle there arc three stars, while the 
Centralvllle district contains 14 stars. 
In the vicinity of the South 
common 


one can count 19 stars, while the mill 
district along Ihe 
Merrimack 
river 


contains a score or more of red stars. 


Tho aim ot the Lowell 
council 
as 


well as that of others interested Is to 
prevent the disease 
and 
accordingly 


valuable information contained 
In 
a 


small pamphlet has 
been published 


and distributed. 
The little booklet Is 


intended for persons 
suffering 
from 


pulmonary disease and for others liv- 
ing In the same house. 


It Is to be noted that several dis- 


eases of the lungs arc

from

contains a score or more of red stars. 


Tho aim of the Lowell council 
as 


well as that of others interested is to 
prevent the disease 
and 
accordingly 


valuable information contained in 
a 


small pamphlet 
has been 
published 


and distributed. 
The little booklet Is 


intended for persons 
suffering 
from 


pulmonary disease and for others liv- 
ing in the same house. 


It is to be noted that several dis- 


eases of the lungs are spread 
from 


person to person by coughing and spit- 
ting of those affected. 
Among 
these 


diseases are consumption, influenza or 
grippe, bronchitis, common colds 
and 


pneumonia. 
Those who suffer 
with 


any of these affections 
cannot 
help 


coughing and spitting, but they 
can 


cough and spit in such a way as to 
avoid communicating their disease to 
others. 


Couching 


The infective agent, or 
"germ." is 


contained in the material 
raised 
by 


coughing. Very small bits of such ma- 
terial may contain large numbers of 
these 
germs. 
Most persons, 
when 


coughing, Instinctively hold the hand 
over the mouth. 
That is not a very 


bad habit, for you may at least know 
what you have done. You have possibly- 
infected your hand, but have not pre- 
vented the act of coughjng from scat- 
tering about you fine particles of sali- 
va which may contain bacilli. 
It 
is 


belter to hold a 
handkerchief 
over 


your mouth, and. when done coughing, 
to put the handkerchief at 
once into 


the pocket. Into which a small paper 
bag has been 
previously 
placed 
to 


prevent contamination of the 
pocket, 


and which can be burned when con- 
venient. 


The larger 
quantities 
of material 


coughed up into the mouth contain 
enormous possibilities of infection, but 
this source of danger is easily avoid- 


ed by simply knowing where to spit. 
Many persons, women especially, swal- 
low wha^ they cough up. 
This is a 


bad habit. It Is most unclean and dis- 
gusting to apit Into your etomafh. and 
if one has tuberculosis it is all tlio 
more dangerous. Consumptives would 
oftener get well If they were not re- 
peatedly relnfcsted, and to swallow tho 
sputum Is ono way of renewing the In- 
fection. 


In the house no one. sick or well, 


should ever spit anywhere except into 
a vessel made for such purposes. It is 
dried sputum, from which particles can 
rise as dust in the air, that is dan- 
gerous.

Holto Smith (democrat) demanded an 
invest!gallon or Great Britain's Inter- 
ferences with neutral trade and Sena- 
tor Lodge (republican) replied with a 
demand that any Investigation include 
the loss of American lives. 


"The body of an Innocent child float- 


ing dead, on the water, the victim of 
destruction of an unarmed vessel, is to 
me a more poignant and a more tragic 
spectacle than an unsold hale of cot- 
ton," declared the Massachusetts sena- 
tor. 


Submarine Horrorn and Plot* 


To Senator Smith's resolution for an 


Investigation of 
trade Interferences, 


Senator Lodge, 
who Is 
the ranking 


minority member of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, offered an amendment 
for investigation of the law and the 
facts in the subnarine attacks on the 
Lusitania, Falatm, HesiJerlan. Arabic, 
Gulflight and Aucona, and of tho plots 
and conspiracies against the neutrality 
of the United States* lo which President 
Wilson referred in unmeasured terms 
in his address to congress Tuesday.

"I wish to extend the scope of the 


resolution by my amendment,"

Senator Lodge as the" Georgia senator 
concluded, "because If we are to take 
up this question of the violation of 
our rights I want to put it not on the 
lowest ground alone but on the highest 
ground as well. 
T think it is'of great 


importance --thai we should vindicate 
our rights as a neutral In trade'if those 
rights have been violated, but I think 
it is far more important that we should 
extend protection and assure security 
to American 
citizens wherever they 


rightfully are, for I do not believe that 
any government can long retain the 
respect of Its own people if it rjocs not 
give them the protection to which they 
are entitled. 


"I think 
Americans should be pro- 


tected in their lives and in their lib- 
erty everywhere. 
1 do not think they 


ought to be murdered in detail and 
obscurely in Mexico or openly in whole- 
sale on the high seas.
